Despite the failure thus far of the

The decision to appeal to President 
Roosevelt was arrived at in a confer- 
ence between members of the commis- 
sion, their lawyers, who Thursday 
were turned down in their applica- 
tion by Public Works Administrator 
Ickes, J. 8S. Cohen, democratic na- 
tional committeeman, and Clark 
Howell, of The Constitution. 

The commission’s attorneys report- 
ed officially the failure of their visit 
to Mr. Ickes, who ruled that the

IQ AVERT REVOLT

Magnate Threatens Clos- 
ing of All Plants in U.S. 


Farther Eastward.

With Henry Ford _ resolutely 
strengthening his defense against pos- 
sible widespread rebellion on the part 
of his workers, labor troubles still af- 
fected many industrial sections of the 
ration Friday. 

The Ford company dismissed 511 
en:ploves of the New Jersey plant 
who fa‘ied to report for work, hold- 
ing that “they had no reason to leave 
their jobs.” Officials of the plant 
said the employes had been intimi- 
dated by strikers from the Pennsyl- 
vania plant. 

With little progress having been 
mace toward settlement of coal 
strikes, Governor Gifford Pinchot, of 
Pennsylvania, called on President 
Roosevelt at Hyde Park yesterday to 
discuss the possibility of direct fed- 
eral action in the bituminous fields 
of his state. 

A test of strength between the na- 
tional labor board and Ford was con- 
sidered likely, the board having de- 
clared ita intention of seeking to ar- 
bitrate difficulties between the auto- 
mobiie manufacturer and employes of 
his Chester, Pa., plant. 

Plant Closed. 

Workers in the Chester factory 
struck last week and Ford immediate- 
ly shut the plant down, transferring 
its production quota to other eastern 
plauts. 

In Detroit, it was made plain that 
Ford wants to keep his gigantic in- 
dustrial empire functioning smoothly, 
but that he~stands ready to close 


every Ford plant in the country if 
the strike fever spreads from the 
east. The industrialist does not in- 
tend to be coerced by what he calls 
“strike agitators,” it was said. 

Ford has not signed the NRA code, 
but probably will meet with NRA 
mediators if they go to Detroit for 
a conference. Sources close to Ford 
said that he is trying to abide by the 
spirit of the recovery act by paying 
as many men as much as possible un- 
der his present production schedule. 
The schedule is at low ebb at pres- 
eni, during the transition from the 
old to the new models, and the manu- 
facturer believes strike agitators are 
taking advantage of this condition to 
foment labor troubles.

With only $19,000 of its 1933 ap- 
propriation of $225,000 remaining, the 
state department of agriculture has 
been forced to drop 41 of its 115 em- 
ployes, Commissioner of Agriculture 


G. C. Adams said Friday. The de- 
partment’s fourth quarterly budget 
was submitted to Governor Eugene 
Talmadge Friday for approval. 

Although the 41 employes are 
dropped from the pay roll, the name 
of John Adams, son of the commis- 
sioner, was added. The younger 
Adams is listed as a supervisor-inspec- 
tor in the veterinary division at a 
salary of $150 a month and expenses 
of $50 a month. He formerly was 
an inspector for the Georgia public 
service commission, but was dropped 
when the new commission was ap- 
pointed some weeks ago by Goternor 
Talmadge after the old commission 
was suspended. 

Inquiry revealed that the depart- 
ment still has on hand in the treas- 
ury approkimately $45,000. From this 
however must be paid accounts for 
lights, telephones, office supplies and 
incidentals, totaling approximately 
$26,000.

His decision to run. produced three 
candidates in the field and brought 
consternation and confusion to the 
amalgamation of republicans and anti- 
Tammany democrats who had hoped 
to present a united front against 
Mayor John P. O’Brien, Tammany 
Hall’s heavy-jowled nominee. 
Political Lineup. 

The political lineup for the mayor- 
alty election on November 7 is as 
follows: 

John P. O'Brien, regular (Tam- 
many) candidate, has served one yeur 
through his special election in 192 
following the collapse of the James J. 
Walker regime. A former surrogate; 
addicted to pleasant speeches and 
eheerful optimism. Backed by John 
F. Carry, boss of the hall, and Cur- 
be ally, John H. McCooey, of Brook- 
yn. 

Joseph V. MeKee. former president 
of the board .of aldermen and acting 
mayor in the .interregnam between

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FINAL APPROVAL 


No Major Change Made 
in Provision Designed 
To Halt Price-Cutting. 


By JAMES P. SELVAGE. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 

The retail code, with its 

price regulation to stabilize 
throughout the nation, tonight was 
placed in the hands of Hugh 8S. John- 
son, the NRA chief, for signature. 

Officials expected him to give his 
approval early tomorrow. and dispatch 
to President Roosevelt for promulza- 
tion the charter that affects more 
workers than any other yet to pass 
through the NRA machinery. 

Arthur D. Whiteside, the deputy ad- 
ministrator whe has haniled the long 
negotiations, said there had been no 
important change in the iprovision de- 
signed tq@ stop price-cntting by re- 
quiring retailers to sell: at not less 
than wholesale cost plus’10 per cent. 

The deputy added that the drug 
code, which has worked through the 
mill side by side with the master re- 
tail charter, might not be ready to 
go to Hyde Park, N. Y., at the same 
time. but that it would follow very 
quickly. 

Signature Expected. 

Both Johnson and Mr. Roosevelt 
are fully conversant with the provi- 
sions of the retail code and informed 
sources expected the president to sign 
it so that it could become effective by 
October 16—the second Monday after 
signing. 

Johnson, who may return to his 
desk Monday, soon thereafter is ex- 
pected to announce a general reor- 
ganization of the NRA. 

This would involve a general con- 
solidation of work that would bring 
four. deputy administrators into key 
positions, with 15 others working un- 
der them. 

Whiteside, C. C. Williams, Kenneth 
M. Simpgon and Malcolm Muir were 
understood to have been chosen by 
Johnson for the key positions. With 
this new set-up, officials said, the 
administrator expected to have a more 
mobile organization and one 
would push codes through at a much 
faster pace. 

More Deputies Seen. 

In informed sources it was said 
there was no intention of curtailing 
the number of deputies and more 
might be added in the drive for speed. 
Each is to take over a section of the 
codes, with five or six assistants as- 
signed to his staff. 

Whiteside, for instance, will handle 
retail, wholesale, banking and such 
service industries as deal directly with 
the consumer. Simpson, who has han- 
dled the coal, oil and steel codes, will 
have before his division similar capi- 
tal goods industries. 

The retail code was completed for 
presentation to Johnson at about the 
same time that the farm administra- 
tion made public codes for retail and 
wholesale grocers, both of which carry 
price regulation provisions. It was 
disclosed, however, that the farm ad- 
ministration would not countenance

Three hundred soldiers had been 
called ou to patrol the streets, but 
what started the shooting could not he 
determined immediately. 

Crowds Seek Safety. 

As rifle, pistol and machine gun 
fire began popping from a number of 
points, the thousands in the streets, 
including throngs of curious not con- 
nected with the communists, rushed 
for cover. A general strike called by 
the national confederation in conpec- 
tion with the Mella memorial demon- 
stration had closed practically all 
doors against them. 

Frightened householders scurried 
into their doorways, blocking and bolt- 
ing all tightly behind them. 

In the midst of the wildest excite- 
ment, the shooting increased. A shot 
struck an overhead high tension cable 
at Reina and HBelascoain streets. 
Smoke and flame leaped high into 
the air. 

Persons living along Reina street 
rushed to their balconies waving white 
flags. They apparently sought to in- 
duce the soldiers to cease. 

Two Men, Boy Killed. 

Two unidentified men and a 15- 
year-old boy were the three killed. The 
wounded included four soldiers and 
Captain Hernandez Rudes. ‘The cap- 
tain's condition was reported critical 
at the emergency hospital. 

The firing started soon after the 
communists, carrying banners attack- 
ing the Ramon Grau San Martin gov- 
ernment, United States Amassador 
Sumner Welles, Yankee imperialism 
and Chancellor Adolf Hitler, of Ger- 
many, left the headquarters of the 
anti-imperialist league at Reina and 
Gervasio streets. 

The original 1,000 marchers were 
augmented by other hundreds as the 
processional moved along Reina street. 

Mr. Welles reached his embassy 
about a mile from the center of the 
disturbance during the height of the 
confusion. He received reports of the 
disorders immediately upon entering 
the building. Considerable shooting 
was reported from the Vedado resi- 
dential section, where a number 0 
Americans make their homes. 

Palace Guard Increased. 

An extra guard was placed at the 
presidential palace, cavalry galloped 
wildly through the streets and an army 
tank bearing machine guns rumbled 
into position at the scene of the dis- 
turbance. 

A heavy rain started falling while 
the excitement was at its highest 
pitch. , 

A sniper firing down from the 
anti-imperialist league headquarters 
wounded one soldier. Troops there- 
upon rushed into the building and 
ousted all the occupants. 

Heavy firing later broke out near 
the plant of the newspaper Diario 
de la Marina. There also was shootin 
all along the length of the fam 
oulevard, which splits the 
heart of uptown Havana. 

Streets Quickly Cleared. 

The heaviest firing in the second 
outbreak lasted more than ten’ min- 
utes. Whether there were other dead 
or wounded to add to the victims of 
the initial outbreak could not be de- 
termined immediately. The streets 
were swept clear of pedestrians as 
the shooting began. 

Firing also was reported from other 
parts of the capital. Several scattered 
shots were fired in the general neigh- 
borhood of the palace. 

The shooting outside. the Diario de 
la Marina building was so heavy it 
was almost impossible for the news- 
paper employes to carry on telephone 
conversations. 

During the firing the Hungarian 
consul arrived at the entrance but had 
difficulty in getting in because most 
of the doors were locked. He main- 
tains an office in the building.

LABOR HEAD URGES 
SHORTENED HOURS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—(P)— 
With the NRA confronted -by a de- 
mand from*the Aluminum Company of 
America for lower wages than it is 
now paying, William Green, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
today issued a ‘new appeal for short- 
ened working hours in all industry. 

The federation’s annual convention 
will be opened in Washington Mon- 
day.

Ending public hearings on the code 
for the aluminum industry, T. C.

The code submitted by the aluminum 
company proposed a 25-cents-an-hour 
minimum wage, compared with 30 
cents now being paid under President 
Roosevelt's. emergency re-employment 
agreement. .

Already a pow- 
er and irrigation dam is being built 
at Boulder Canyon on the Colorado 
river in Arizona, and an allotment 
has been made frdém the public works 
fund for a $63,000,000 dam at Grand 
Coulee, also on the Columbia river, 
in Washington. 

It was estimated the Bonneville al- 
location would provide work for 17,- 
000 men with between 300 and 500 
to be given jobs within 45 days. 
The total cost of the Bonneville 
dam was placed at $31,000,000. In 
addition to giving employment and 
making the Columbia navigable to the 
Suake river, it will be designed to aid 
flood and erosion control, 

The construction will be under the 
direction of army engipeers who al- 
ready have made exhaustive studies of 
the Columbia river.

The refusal of Secretary Ickes to 
agree with the conclusions reached 
by the committee of able Georgia 
lawyers, who went to Washington 
to argue the legality of loans to 
governments in this state despite 
the constitutional limitations on 
porrowing, brings about a critical 
situation which must be solved or 
else Georgia will be forced to go 
without her share of the recovery 
fund set up by congress. 

Not only would the state be de- 
prived of what it is justly entitled 
to, but it would have, through the 
payment of federal taxes, to reim- 
purse the government for funds 
granted to other states. 

Such a situation is unthinkable 
and some avenue of escape from it 
must be found. 

The injustice to Georgia in the 
refusal of the recovery administra- 
tion to approve the loans being 
sought for various public improve- 
ments is emphasized by the fact 
that the constitutional limitations 
which are held as a bar to the 
loans would make whatever sums 
might be advanced to Georgia safer 
than the loans to most other states. 

It is not right that a state should 
be penalized for having protective 
laws guaranteeing the solvency of 
its governments, while huge ad- 
vances are being made to states in 
far less sound financial condition. 

The debt of the state of Georgia, 
bonded and current, is probably 
less than that of any other com-

RAILROADS COMING TO LIFE. 

Announcement that the eastern 
railroad systems are now consider- 
ing the adoption of a 3-cent basic 
passenger fare, instead of the 3.6 
cent now in effect, and the prob- 
ability that permission to make the 
change on January 1 will be sought 
from the interstate commerce com- 
mission, is the first definite indi- 
cation that the railroads have 
awakened to the fact that their 
failure to keep pace with the prog- 
ress in transportation is largely re- 
sponsible for their present plight. 


In connection with this progres- 
sive move, it is reported that all 
nuisance charges, such as the Pull- 
man surcharge, will be abolished. 

Further indication of this awak- 
ening on the part of the railroad 
managements of the country is the 
offer by President Roosevelt, fol- 
lowing a conference with Henry 
Bruere, of New York, chairman of 
a special committee to study rail- 
road securities, of large federal 
loans to the railroads for the pur- 
chase of new and modern .equip- 
ment. 

In considering the transportation 
problem, there are two factors 
which must be given pre-eminence: 
cost and speed. It can be taken 
as axiomatic that the public will 
travel by the type of transporta- 
tion—whether rail, water, highway 
or air—that will be the least ex- 
pensive. The other important ele- 
ment is that of the time required, 
with equal safety and comfort, to 
go from one point to another. 

The railroads have stood still in 
both these respects for the past 
decade, while cheap transportation 
on the highways and speedy trans- 
portation in the air have gradually 
taken away their business. 

Now they seem to be awakening 
to the fact that in lightweight, 
stream-lined and Diesel-engine trains 
they have the opportunity to se- 
cure increased speed at reduced 
cost. 

This they cannot do so long as 
they stick to the antiquated equip- 
ment they now use. -The day of 
200,000-pound coaches, pulled by 
engines weighing more than a mil- 
lion pounds—bringing the equip- 
ment weight to approximately 15 
tons to every passenger carried— 
is over, 

The new lightweight trains offer 
just as much, or even more, com- 
fort than the lumbering coaches of 
today, and they can be operated at 
an average speed of 100 miles an 
hour for half what it costs to run 
an express train with the same pas- 
senger capacity. 

Within the past week the Pull- 
man company has announced that it 
will soon begin manufacture of a 
“railplane” car, capable of a speed 
of 90 miles an hour, with a ca- 
pacity of 50 persons and a weight 
of only 25,000 pounds. This car, 
plus its own motive power, will 
therefore weigh only about a quar- 
ter as much as the present type 
cars operated by the company. 

Such trains are no longer ex- 
perimental, as they have been in 
operation in. Europe for several 
years. Their economy, and their 
favor with the traveling public are 
proven, and in them lies the hope 
for the “American railroads to ex- 
tricate themselves from their pres-

Health Talks

THE LONG SMOKES ARE THE 
BEST. 


According to analyses made by the 
Connecticut Agricultural Experiment 
Station four years ago the popular 
brands of pipe tobacco contain from 
1.45 per cent to 2.84 per cent of nico- 
tine, while popular brands of cigar- 
ettes contain from 1.06 per cent to 
5.11 per cent of nicotine. Varions 
brands of tobacco, cigars and cigar- 
ettes purporting to be “denicotized” 
were found to contain from 0.67 per 
cent to 2.26 per cent of nicotine, prac- 
tically no less than plain tobacco, 

But who knows whether it is the 
nicotine or the pyridine or the carbon 
monoxide or the ammonia or other 
substance in tobacco smoke or in to- 
bacco that does the harm? Nobody. 
One doctor's opinion is as good as an- 
other's. 

Studies of the effects of tobacco 

smoke have indicated that some of the 
nicotine in tobaceo is burned up and 
destroyed before the smoke enters the 
smoker's mouth. Only a part of: the 
nicotine enters the mouth with or in 
the smoke. 
_ The drier the tobacco the more nico- 
tine destroyed by burning. If the to- 
bacco is moist the smoker gets more 
of the nicotine, according to Dr. W. E. 
Dixon, of Cambridge. 

The amount of nicotine in the smoke 
from a thin or slender cigar is less 
than the amount in the smoke from a 
fat and thick cigar. More nicotine 
reaches the mouth of. the smoker of 
a given weight of tobaco in the form 
of cigarettes. Probably the least nico- 
tine reaches the mouth of the pipe 
— provided the pipe is clean and 

ry. 

A cigar or cigarette holder permits 
condensation of some of the nicotine 
in the smoke, so that the smoke which 
enters the smoker’s mouth will con- 
tain leas nicotine than would be pres- 
ent in the smoke of the same cigar

As Fulton county grand jury Fri- 
day continued a study of the third 
ward registration lists, and City Reg- 
istrar J. Henson Tatuni’s check of 
138 names carried on the registra- 
tions from which voting was permitted 
in the September 20 —— showed 
14 not entitled to vofe, it developed, 
according to reports from the grand 
jury room, that the inquisitorial body 
is aroused over the large number of 
irregularities found in its probe and 
that indictments will be forthcoming 
shortly. : 

Reluctance of the grand jury to 
indict minors and persons who cast 
their ballots “innocently in the pri- 
mary but in violation of the law” was 
said to prevail, and lack of tangible 
evidence against “higher-ups” has 
caused it to defer action thus far. 

Adjournment, however, until Tues- 
day was regared as an indication that 
a special committee of grand jury 
will attempt during the week-end to 
fix responsibility for many of the il- 
legal registrations and votes, and 
prompt action was anticipated, 

Tatum Friday afternoon was fur- 
nished an additional list of about 50 
names to check against city records, 
= he will have it ready by Tues- 
ay. 

The check of the first list dis- 
closed that ‘nine were on it illegally 
and an additional check against coun- 
ty tax records showed that another 
five were disqualified from voting in 
the primary. 

Many discrepancies have been found 
in the probe of alleged fraud, accord- 
ing to reports, and a continuation of 
the investigation was promised at 
Tuesday’s session. ene 

Charles L. Chosewood Jr., son of 
former Councilman Charles L. Chose- 
wood, runner-up in the third ward 
councilmanic contest, who was listed 
by The Constitution Friday as one of 
the witnesses, said he did not appear 
before the inquisitorial body.

BY MONDAY PREDICTED 

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 29.— 
(UP)—President Roosevelt expects 
complete industrial peace in the Penn- 
sylvania bituminous fields by Monday, 
the summer White House said to- 
night. 

Almost simultaneously with the 
visit of Governor Gifford Pinchot of

Mr. Hood comes from that founda- 
tion of so many good newspapermen— 
the home and office of a father who 
was the owner of a country weekly 
newspaper.

“Ed” Hood has been wiih the Sa- 
vannah Morning News since July 12, 
1915.

Mr. Hood started his career as a 
circulation man in Atlanta, receiving 
his training under John T. Toler, cir- 
culation manager of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution. He could not have had a 
better adviser and instructor. This 
veteran of the circulation ranks in 
Georgia took a keen interest in the 
instructions to be given the appren- 
tice. Mr. Hood became one of his 
most valuable assistants. Mr. Toler, 
who is now the past president of the 
International Cireulation Managers’ 
Association, remains one of the closest 
friends and advisers of Mr. Hood 

In Savannah, Mr. Hood is very ac- 
tive in church and fraternal circles.

In Georgia’s Fields and Streams

WHAT’S WHAT? 
Recently I came across.a state 
ment published in 1931 to the effect 
that a certain species of frog was 
not to be found in thé vicinity of 
Atlanta. The reason given for this 
was that this city was “too far in- 
land” to permit the capture of this 
species. It so happened in the sum- 
mer of 1929 a field party, of which 
I was a member, took four specimens 
of this particular species just north 
of Atlanta, fear Buckhead. Natu- 
rally, having the evidence at hand, I 
sat down and wrote a notice for a 
scientific journal setting forth this 
extension of the range of the narrow- 
mouthed toad. 
Examination of all the available 
records of this species for the state 
in the course of the preparation of 
this article disclosed the singular fact 
that not one other record of the oc 
currence of this species north of the 
geological fall line existed. is led, 
naturally, to a study of the available 
routes of dispersal of this species. 
The narrow-mouthed toad is repre- 
sented in the United States National 
museum from Muscogee and Chatta- 
hoochee counties, which are situated 
in the Appalachicola drainage basin. 
The difference in elevation above sea

level of Atlanta and these two coun- 
ties is considerably less than 500 feet. 
Considering that such a slight fall 
exists in the water-level of the Chat- 
tahoochee, we can say that the spe- 
cies found no great difficulty in 
reaching this point. 

As to negative evidence, no records 
exist for the narrow-mouthed toad 
north of the fall line on the Atlantic 
drainage slopes. From this fact we 
might state that the Appalachicola 
basin was the only migration route 
available to more northerly points. 
In making a statement of this sort 
we would be guilty of assuming that 
because we have no records the spe- 
cies is absent; the same assumption 
that led the author of the 1931 state- 
ment into his error. Therefore, we 
ean only say that so far as is known 
at present, the species does not cross 
the fall line at other points than the 
Appalachicola basin. 

When Dr. Burt publishes on the 
summer’s work that he did in north 
Georgia this year I shall not be sur- 
prised to learn of his taking this 
species on the Atlantic drainage 
slopes in the région of Crystalline 
Rocks. If he finds it, we are nearer 
the truth of the matter. If not, we 
shall still be in doubt.

Treasury Completes Details 
For Reorganizing 375 Banks 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—)— 
Pushing the administration’s plans to 
reopen banks of the nation and ex- 


pand purchasing power, the treasury 
has completed details for reorganiza- 
tion of 375 national banks in 37 states. 

The action followed the recent ad- 
ministration announcement that it 
would hasten the reopening of banks 
to release nearly two billions of dol- 


rlars still tied up in the closed insti-| 


tutions, 


Announcement of the approval of 
the reorganization plans was made by 
J. F. T. O'Connor, comptroller of the 
currency, whose department has been 
expanded to speed up, the reopening 
program. 

O’Connor did not say how soon the 
banks would be open for business, 
contenting himself with making public 
the list and saying the plans for re- 
organization had been approved by his 
office. It is now necessary for the 
banks to follow the plans, as outlined, 
before they can receive licenses to 
reopen. 


The last report on the ge: ral bank- 
ing situation showed 13,080 banks of 
all kinds were operating Se,r*ember 
22 on an unrestricted basis with de- 
posits of $31,930,275,000. At that 
time 2,575 banks with deposits of 
$1,765,669,000 still were unlicensed. 

That situation was laid before 
President Roosevelt at a White House 
conference last Sunday night. At 
that time it was said reorganization 
plans for more than 200 banks had 
been approved and they would be per- 
mitted to resume operations when they 
had made the required additions to 
their Capital.

with approved plans for reorganiza- 
tion, in southern states, were:

Nancy Repeats Her Favorite Grape Juice Recipe 


BY FLORENCE La GANKE. 


“I don’t care what drinks they 
make legal or what they do with re- 
peal, there is one beverage you make, 
Nancy, which will always be a fav- 
orite of mine. It’s that grape juice 
made in some uncanny fashion that 
gives it the fresh fruit flavor that 
after the winter is half over, Your 
Grape juice never tastes canned or 
bottled. How do you do it?” 

“Simplest thing in the world. Get 
some grapes, some sugar, boiling 
water and clean jars with new clean 
rings and clean top6. 

“Pick the grapes from the stems. 
But do not skin them. Pour cold 
water over them to wash them. Un- 
less the grapes are very dirty I 
usually wash them before I take them 
from the stems. Measure one cup 
of grapes. Put them in the clean jar. 
Add one cup, or if the grapes seem 
sweet, three quarters of a cup of 
sugar. Now fill the jar to the ae 
and overflowing with boiling hot 
water. Adjust the tops so there are 
no leaks. Set away and forget about 
the fruit juice for six weeks. At the 
end of that time open the can, pour 
the mixture through a strainer to 
take out the grapes and drink the 
juice which goes through the sieve 
or strainer.” 

“Can you use the grapes for any- 
thing?” “Oh, you might possibly, 
but there is so little flavor left in 
them that I throw them away. 

“By the way, Marjorie, I have a 
new recipe for spiced whole grapes. 
Here it is. Choose bunches of grapes 


of even size. Do not have grapes 
too ripe. Pick off any wizened or 
spoiled grapes, but leave the remain- 
der on the stems. Pack the bunches 
into clean jars. Pack closely but do 
not crush the fruit. Pour a syrup 
made by boiling for five minutes one 
cup white vinegar and one and one- 
half cups sugar. Fill the jars with 
this syrup. Seal. After six weeks 
the spiced grape bunches are ready 
to serve with cold meats as a relish 
or garnish. Yow try them.”

The total for 
all leading cities in the United States, 
as reported by Dun & Bradstreet, 
Inc., of $4,252,517,000 was 9.2 per 
cent above that of a year ago. At 
New York cit~ clearings were $2,897,- 
357,000, an increase of 10.7 per cent, 
while the aggregate for centers out- 
side of New York of $1,355,160,000 
was 6.8 per cent higher. 

The improvement again was largely 
at New York city, although at other 
key points a substantial increase in 
clearings was shown. These include 
Boston, Chicago, Pittsburgh, Kansas 
City, Minneapolis, Omaha, Dallas, 
San Francisco, Portland and Seattle. 
Seventeen out of the 21 cities included 
now show a larger amount. Clear- 
ings in the final week of September 
are usually below those of the pre- 
ceding week. The reduction this year 
was $360,679,000; a year ago the loss 
was very much larger, being $1,364,- 
594,000 Iess.

One of the axioms of play is that 
a trick should usually be won with 
the lowest possible card. However, 
like all axioms, this one is open to 
exceptions. Sometimes if the Open- 
ing lead is won with the cheapest 
card available the opponents will im- 
mediately see that this suit offers no 
further possibilities and will there- 
fore shift to some other suit in which 
the Declarer is wide open. Therefore 
the Declarer must frequently false- 
card intelligently in order to tempt 
the continuation of the same suit.

The Opening lead was the fourth- 
best heart and the Dummy went up 
with the Ten.

However, he first counted his tricks 
and found that he held 4 elub tricks, 
1 diamond trick and 3 heart tricks— 
making a total of only 8—and so it 
was apparent that the diamor 
nesse must be taken. If this 
West would be in the lead aga. 
would surely not continue hearts. 
His natural choice would be spades 
and this would automatically kill 
the hand. He therefore decided that 
it was essential for him to persuade 
West to continue hearts. 

At trick 1, therefore, he

payed 
trying to con- 
vey the impression that he held the 
doubleton Ace-King in the suit. He 
then led over to the King of clubs 
in Dummy and led the Queen of dia- 
monds. This was won with West's 
King and this player confidently re- 
turned another heart; feeling sure 
that South’s Ace would drop and hop- 
ing that his King of spades would 
prove to be a re-entry. Much to his 
surprise the Knave in the Dummy 
held the trick and the Declarer pro- 
ceeded to run off his diamonds and 
clubs for the total of 10 tricks. It is 
obvious that a spade shift would de- 
feat the contract one tricks. 

Of course, West could have seen 
through the Declarer’s dire plan, but 
certainly the play of the King of 
hearts did not help him to secure 
the correct reading. On the whole he 
eannot really be blamed very much 
for his failure to shift to spades.
